Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 25-60 and 62-92 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-60 and 92 are allowed because no prior art has been found to teach, disclose, or 
fairly suggest an electro-kinetic air transporter system, comprising an ion generating unit that has 
a plurality of pin-ring electrode configurations located one above the other and each pin-ring 
electrode configuration includes a first pin electrode that is directed toward an opening in the 
second ring electrode; in combination with all of the other limitations of claim 1, 44, or 92. 

Claims 62-91 are allowed because no prior art has been found to teach, disclose, or fairly 
suggest an ion and ozone producing system, comprising an ion and ozone generating unit that 
has a plurality of openings each surrounded by electrically conductive material, located one 
above the other; corresponding to a plurality of tapered electrode, each tapered electrode directed 
toward a corresponding opening; in combination with all of the other limitations of claim 62, 77, 
78, or 79. 

Claims 25-60 and 62-92 are also allowed due to the Terminal Disclaimer filed on April 
18, 2003.
